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BARKING and Dagenham 
Council has removed multiple 
illegal travellers sites in recent 
weeks after being granted new 
powers to tackle the issue. 

An illegal traveller site was 
removed from Dagenham’s Central 
Park on March 29. 

Three caravans and four vehicles, 
including a small tipper lorry, were 
issued with an enforcement notice 
to vacate the site within two hours 
or risk being arrested. 

Despite the individuals being 
aggressive and threatening towards 


police and council officers, the car 
park was vacated within an hour, 
said a council spokesman. 

The council was issued new 
powers to tackle illegal 
encampments at the High Court in 
October last year. 

Jonathon Toy, operational 
director for enforcement services 
at the council, said: “The council 
and police will continue to use the 
powers, granted through the 
injunction, to its maximum 
effect to ensure Barking and 
Dagenham is protected.” 

The injunction is thought to be 
the first of its kind in England and 
Wales and bans unlawful 


campsites from being set up at a 
number of designated sites across 
the borough, including parks, open 
spaces, schools, and industrial 
sites. It also prohibits fly-tipping. 

Any breach of the order is a 
contempt of court, punishable by a 
term of imprisonment. 

On March 28, the council moved 
an illegal site from Millennium 
Centre car park in Dagenham. 

A total of 12 caravans left the car 
park after they were given two 
hours to leave the site by Barking 
and Dagenham’s Street 
Enforcement Team. 

Councillor Laila Butt, cabinet 
member for enforcement and 


community safety, said: “Our main 
priority is making sure that we 
protect residents and their 
businesses. 

“The injunction gives us the 
opportunity to make the borough a 
safer, cleaner place. 

“We are not prepared for illegal 
encampments to be set up in this 
borough, and we will act quickly to 
ensure they are moved on, as we 
have today. 

“The council will continue to 
work alongside the authorities to 
ensure sites are protected in the 
borough and we will clamp down 
on any unlawful behaviour that 
takes places on these sites.”

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A BEREAVED dad who has 
raised thousands for the 
King George and Queen’s 
Hospitals Charity is calling 
for cyclists to join a fresh 
fundraising event.

Hospital, which is run by 
Barking, Havering and 
Redbridge University 
Hospitals NHS Trust.

Stuart and Sarah 
were keen to raise as much 


as they could to help other 
parents facing a similar situ¬ 
ation to their own. 

Now Stuart, who runs his 
own marketing and business 
development consultancy, is 
encouraging more people to 
raise money for the hospital 
department of their choice 
by taking part in 
Pedal4Patients.
